FAVORS ARMISTICE DAY

Hughes and Lodge or Knox
Likely to Be Named as U. S.

Members.

Washington. D. C., July 2D. J
President Harding and Secretary of

State Hughes are determined to avoid
any situation which might give rise
even to a suspicion that the United
States or any of the participating nationsis acting unfairly or entering
into secret agreements or understand-
ingrs in connection with the coming
international conference on disarmamentand Far Eastern problems.
That is the main reason why the

United States is opposed to any sort
of a preliminary conference on Far
Eastern questions either in London.
Canada or the United States.
With unusual frankness the attitude

of the State Department toward the
oft repeated unofficial suggestions
from London for a preliminary conferenceon Far Eastern questions was

set forth to-day. It is desired that the
mistakes made at the Versailles peace
conference be scrupulously avoided,
and the Administration believes the
air of secrecy at that conference and
the private understandings between
different nations which affected its
deliberations were the greatest mistakesmade there.

Armistice Day Favored.

President Harding thinks that when
a date has been fixed for the conference
agreeable to all the Invited nations, no

discussion of the important ouestions
involved should take place until official
representatives of the nations meet
around the council table tn pursuance
Of the formal Invitation soon to be
Issued.
The Administration is in sympathy

with the desire of the British Dominion
Premiers to participate 'n the deliberationsand will gladly agree to a date
convenient to everybody, provided it is
not set too far in the future. President
Harding made it known again to-day
that Arrrdstlce Day. November 11. is
still his favorite date, but that it might
be earlier or a little later if the other
nations thought best.

At the State Department it was intimatedthat if the latest British unofficialsuggestion should be adopted and
a preliminary conference be held in
Canada or the United States in order
that the British Dominion Premiers
might attend on their way back from
London to their own capitals, it might
be impossible for Japan to have what
she would regard as proper representationat such a meeting. It is not improbable,it was explained, that a sua-
plcion might arise that the United
States snd the British Empire were try-
ing to reach a preliminary understandingthat would place Japan at a dis-
advantage, although nothing of the sort
was intended.

Already there are coming from Tokio
unofficial reports that the Japanese Oov-
srnment is afraid of an attempt being
trade to isolate Japan at the conference
and to reach a Pacific and Far Eastern
settlement that would virtually amount
to dictating terms to her. President
Harding and Secretary Hughes feel
strongly that the only hope of success
for the conference is that such a feeling
on the part of Japan be dispelled.

For Open Conferences.
The London suggestions for a preliminaryconference aroused more than

the usual Interest here to-day. Several
theories were advanced. One is that
Great Britain wants to get together in
advance with the United States In order
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farence. no matter how trivial it may
appear to the layman, will be conducted
In the open if the plana of the Harding
Administration are carried out That
does not necessarily mean that the discussionsof the conference will be open
to the public, although it is likely aome
of them will be open to the newspaper
correspondents, but It means that every
participating nation will know at all
times what every other participating
ration Is doing at the conference.

Fraaknesi aa to Agendo.
The same frankness will be maintainedby the United States In the preliminarynegotiations with the participatingna'lons over the agenda or programmeof topics for discussion at the

conference. An effort will be made to
reaoh a common understanding, and tha
United States bellevfcs that whatever
Ideas any nation may wish to advance
regarding the agenda should be advancedIn the open and be discussed
freely by all concerned.

It became known at the White House
this afternoon that President Harding
Already has In mind the names of at
least two men whom he will appoint or
the American delegation and that h«
will announce them soon. One is certainto be Secretary of State Hughes

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Japanese See Trouble
In Evacuation of Siberia

'pOKIO, July 29..According to
the Asthi Shimbua, negotiationshave been opened at Harbin,Manchuria, between the

Jananese and reoresentatives of
the Far Eastern Republic at
Chita concerning the conditions
for the evacuation of Siberia.

The newspaper quotes Foreign
Office officials as saying that the
Far Eastern Republic is anxious
to open commercial relations
with Japan, but it represents the
army authorities as being pessimisticover the outcome, believingthat the convocation of the
Washington conference on Far
Eastern auestions has stiffened
the attitude of the Chita GoVern[ment. Moreover, the newspaper
says, the Bolsheviki in Moscow
seem to be backing the Chita
Government, even to the extent
of sending reinforcements there,
and this fact perhaps may make
necessary drastic steps by the
Japanese command against the
anti-Japanese elements in Siberia.

Canton, July 28..The Constitutional

Government here has Issued instructions
to the provinces of Hunan. Sze-chuen.

under the Pekln Government. Troops
from Hunan and Sze-chuen provinces
are advancing on Hupeh. In addition
to these troops, the Canton government

division.

the Issues with which the conference
will be confronted."

According to what is believed to be
reliable news that has reached here
from Tokio Japan is already taking
measures to curtail her naval expenditures.She is careful, however, to explainthat this curtailment is "withoutprejudice to the fulfilment of her
'eight-eight' programme."
Following a conference between AdmiralKato, Minister of the Navy, and

Admirals commanding Japan's squadronsand shore stations, it has been
decided to scrap four battleships, two
flrst class cruisers and three second
class cruisers, accrpcatlno' RR ono

besides some old coast defence ships,
including destroyers. It is not expectedthat this scrapping will be Com-
plete before the end of the next fiscal
year.

Service Period Reduced.
Among the ships condemned arc the

battleships Makasa, which was Admiral
Togo's flagship at the battle of Tsushima; the Shlkissima, Asahi and Hizen
and the cruisers Asaoa, Toklwa, Suma,
Akashi and Chltose. i
Also the period of conscription for

naval service is to be reduced from four
to three years and the dockyards will
t>e reorganized on a commercial basis.

It is considered significant that the
Kenseikal, the opposition and a strong
political party which hitherto has been
foremost in demanding naval expansion,
should now be urging a reduction in the
navy budget.

GREEK FORCES LAND
ON ANATOLIA COAST

Surprise Turks in Effort to

Reach Rear and Cut Off
Retreat.

London. July 30..The Greeks have
1an<4i«t<rs at't noints

on the Black Sea coast of Anatolia, accordingto the Daily Mail's Constantinoplecorrespondent. One objective is
to get behind the Turkish force at Ismld
and cut off its retreat.

It is also thought probable the Greeks
will push southward and harass the retreatingright wing of the Turkish army.

Athens. July 29..Belief that Mustapha
Kemal Pasha, Turkish Nationalist leader.would be unable successfully to resistthe Greek offensive in Asia Minor
was expressed to-day Dy Major onanenberger,United States military attache
at Athena, In an Interview printed by
the newspaper. Koamoa.
Major Shallenberger, who has closely

followed the Asia Minor operations, Is
quoted by the Greek paper as expressinghigh praise for the Greek forces,
particularly the Greek Infantry, "which
has distinguished Itself by long, uninterruptedmarches, followed immediatelyby fighting with Irresistible daring.
"Mustapha Kemal paw a rupture In

the Greek centre." paid the American
Major, according to Koamoa. "Hie plan
was good, but he did not count on the
Greek general staff, which planned the
offensive. Kemal found the Greeks perfectlyprepared for his attack and the
result was disastrous to him.
"Three of his divisions were entirely

annihilated. One of these was a picked
division of Caucasians. The commanderand chief of staff of the Forty-first
Division were taken prisoner.
"Turkish losses were Incontestably

very Important. The Turks lost the
best part of their army In killed,
wounded and prisoners, to say nothing
of the deserters, perhaps even more
numerous, who threw down their guns
and fled to the mountains.
"The Kemallsts to-day And themselvis

sixty kilometers from Eskl-Shehr on a
broken line which cannot be their line
of defence. The principal Kemaltst line
of defence is 100 kilometers west of
Angora on a mountain line."
Asked if he thought the Turkish leader

would be able to resist further Greek
attacks by receiving reenforcements.
Major Shallenberger replied

"I don't believe so. Kemal already
has used all the troops at his disposal
on other fronts and he cannot leave the
Caucasus and Clllcla absolutely defence-
less."

Keynote of Convention Is to
Study Phenomena of World

Relations.

Williamstown, Mass.. July 29.- A II

Lawrence Lowell, President of H&r-
vard University,' and Chief Justice
Taft declared in the opening session
of the political Institute here this!
morning that the first principle of in-
ternatlonal harmony Is knowledge of
intematinnal 1 '

The purpose of the conference Is to
get before the students the existing
phenomena of world relations, regardlessof leagues or treaties or other attemptsof men to confine nations on

paper. That Is the keynote of the
gathering. Every circumstance is favorableto its success, even though it
is the first thing of its kind to be tried
in the United States.

There are assembled here 150 men

and women, all of them experts in
their field. There are pro-leaguers
and there are many on the other side
of the fence. It is an attempt to get
at basic things first, without trying to
reach a conclusion. People do not try
to make applications of this sort of
fact until they are in an official ca-

paclty, and as this affair is informal
and can have no bearing on current
politics except as those who may
come into responsibility get the truth
and use it according to their lights.
Mayor A. J. Peters of Boston was particularlyhappy 'n his references to ViscountBryce this morning. In conclusion,he called for an ovation for the distinguishedvisitor, which was most cordiallygiven.
Dr. Garltld Extendi Welcome.

To determine the means by wnlch internationalrelations may be so adjusted
that the strength of each may be developedfor the welfare of all was advancedas the fundamental object of the
Institute In the opening address of Dr.
Harry A. GarfiMd, president of Williams
College. To the foreign statesmen who
are to lecture before the Institute, Dr.
Sarfleld extended a welcome and an appreciation.Chief Justice Taft. Gov.
Channlng H. Cox, Dr. Lowell and Mayor
Peters were other speakers at the open-
Ing session.
Dr. Garfield said "We are passing from

the old covenant to the new. "Thou shalt
not' Is giving place to 'thou shalt.' The
maxim of equity applies as truly to nationsas to Individuals. Formerly It was

indeed necessary that we should so use

our own as not to do injury to the things
of another. It was necessary that
States avoid contact lest contact lead to

conflict. The w"-ld was not then pre-
pared to go farther. But henceforth we

must add to the maxim tills: 'And so'
use thine own as to enable others like-
wise to use that which is theirs.'' I

conceive it to be the fundamental object
of the Institute of politics to seek until
we have found the way by which Internationalrelations may be so adjusted
that the strength of each may be developedfor the welfare of all. But wliat
Is for the welfare of all. and by what
means shall we sees the way? These
are questions for which we hope here
to find practical answers."

Seeking Light and Trnth.

Addressing himself to the lecturers
from abroad. Dr. Garfield said:
"To those who have com» to us from

beyond the seas I desire to convey a

special message of greeting. They are

performing a service for which we ar?.
and the people of the United States will
be. duly grateful. They have come to
help us understand a problem new to
us. old to tlv?m. To perceive the change
from Isolation to responsibility Is fundamentalbut by Itself Insufficient. As
a people we do not know, we do not
understand world relations.
"To many of ua they have seemed far

off. not of our cono?rn. You have come
to us bringing enlightenment, and I believewe have eyes to ace. Certainly
those who have so willingly come forwardfrom the colleges and unlvtjraltles
and from the busy walks of life,
whether as leader* or enrolled members
of the lnatttute. five evidence suffickant
of perception and of an earnest purpose
to aid In spreading throughout the
